Neither can any impropriety here follow from the mention of 
this attribute of the Almighty, his goodneſs for, in the proper 
explanation of the fear of God, it muſt of neceſſity be ſuppoſed 
ſiuch as may be worthy of the divine nature to receive from ra- 
tional creatures.
